THE .TTJBJJjEE HOSPITAL 



The Ciulhoro Bay Site Coiiliriued by a 
Vote of Twelve to Fourteen. 



Plans to be BeeoiiBldcred and Limit of Ki- 
psudituro Increased to $40,000. 



A meeting of the (general committee of 
the .Jubiluo ilospital was hold in the 
board of trade rooms at 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon^ and 011 opening for Lusi- 
iiosk Micro was an attendance of twenty- 
eight members. The question for which 
tho meeting was called to discuss wus that 
of consideration of the report submitted 
by tho building committee at last tncut- 
intr, which dealt with the modification of 
plans and suggested in a closing paragraph 
a change of site. 

In tho absence «>f President McLean, 
Mr. T. R. Sin i tl 1 was elected chairman. 

A communication from the provincial 
government suggesting that Dr. Davie 
and W. S. (lore, Surveyor-General, be 
Appointed to the building committee, to- 
gether with I ho Secretary's reply thereto, 
were read. 

On motion, it was decided to meet the 
wishes of the government, and Dr. Davie 
and Mr. Gore were added to the building 
committee, 

Mr. Robt. Ward moved that the names 
of Mr. Justice Urease and U. P. Rith'et 
be also added to the building Committee. 
This was necessary, lie siid, because of 
continued absence through illness of 
President McLean. Hon. Jos. Trutoh and 
Dr. Milne were also absent from the 
city. He would prefer resigning from 
that committee if the businesslike meth- 
ods previously followed were continued. 

Alter some discussion it was decided 
tirst to go on with deferred business. 

Mr. B, 0. Hiiker, M. P., moved that 
the report of 1I10 sub-committee lie re- 
ferred back for amendment, as it dealt 
with a matter nut submitted to them for 
consideration. 

On the request of Mr. C. E. Redfern, 
tho report was read. 

Mr. W. B. Pearse thought a mistake 
had been made in selecting the Cadboro 
Bay site, and moved in amendment that 
tho site be reconsidered. 

As this had no reference to the reso- 
lution it was not admissible. 

Mr. .). S. Yates thought the general 
committee should decide as to the site as 
it was insinuated that tho matter had been 
dealt with in a hole and corner way. 

Mr. D. W. Higgins understood that 
the question of site had been decided sev- 
eral months ago. Ho did not think the 
present meeting had any right to pull to 
pieces the work previously transacted. 
There wore always a certain number of 
people who would nevor coincide with the 
majority. If he could get a seconder he- 
would move tlmt the report be taken up 
clause by clause. 

Mr. Baker said it was practically the 
same thing as his resolution would gain. 
His was the regular way of transacting 
the business. However, he was willing 
to withdraw it and go on with considera- 
tion of the report. 

Mr. R. P. Ritliet said the best way to 
do was to refer the matter back to the 
building committee. The feeling in Vic- 
toria would be greatly averse to any 
wooden structure. If there was a hospi- 
tal to bu built it should be built of brick, 
and, if necessary, tbev could supplement 
their present subscriptions. The commit- 
tee' would have to again consult with the 
architect in the matter, and a detailed 
statement 011 plans could be submitted at 
a future meeting. 

Mr. R. Ward thought Mr. Baker's res- 
olution dealt with the matter in a proper 
way. 

Mr. Redfern thought that the question 
should be dealt with at once. 

After further discussion, Dr. Helmckeu 
said that their instructions had been to 
cut down the plans- they had no instruc- 
tions as to the kind of hospital wanted. 
If the report were sent back, it would be 
necessary to instruct them as to what 
plans they required, If they determined 
on a plan, they should state whether brick 
or stone. With regard to the site they 
admitted that it. was not submitted to 
them, but they felt it but right that they 
should express their opinion as to where 
the building should be placed. They felt 
sure that the site the cottiuuM.ee had 
chosen, the site on Cadboro Bay road, was 
because they could get no other. If they 
could not get another, they should retain 
the old one. Ho was quite certain 
now that they could get another 
site, on Spring Ridge, anil he thought, 
they should secure it. They had ex- 
pressed their opinion as to the site because 
they would not take the responsibility. 
If the committee desired to do so they 
might. 

Mr. Higgins' amendment that the re- 
port bu taken up clause by clause, was put 
and carried by 15 to 13. 

Mr. Ward said that lie had heard sev- 
eral rumors that some of the gentlemen 
who formed the committee had already 
bonded land for hospital purposes. 
Ho trusted if any wore here 
to-day they would have the conscience to 
refrain from voting on this resolution. 

Mr. Smith said that ho could bear Mr. 
Ward out in the statement that such 
rumors were afloat. 

An amendment that the site question 
bo taken up iirst was lost. 

Mr. Redfern ottered a resolution that 
tho plans submitted at tho last meeting 
bo adopted and the building orected of 
wood and stone. 

Mr. liayward said that plans were in a 
crude state and should be further con- 
sidered before being adopted. If the 
committee givo the building committee 
five or ten thousand dollars in addition he 
thought tho proper plan for the build- 
ing could bo arrived at. 

After further discussion it was moved 
by Mr. W. Q. Ward, seconded by Mr. R. 
P. Ritliet, that tho building be construct- 
ed of brick and stone upon plans to be 
approved by the building committee, at a 
cost not exeoeding §40,000, such plans to 
bo based upon the Doctors' committies re- 
port as closely as possible; the former 
resolution limiting expenditure to $35,000 
to be rescinded. 

This was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Yates moved that the question of 
site bo submitted t:> a comniittoo of phy- 
sicians, who, if they could not tint) a suit- 
able site, the present. Cadboro Bay site 
should be retained. 

Mr Edwin Johnson said he thought if 
the present situ was retained it would kill 
tho whole scheme. [Cries of "No. "j 
With regard to the disposal of a site vest- 
ed in trustees lie felt quite sure that 
there would be a way found out of that 
difficulty, 

Mr. W. 0. Ward said that the present 
site was in the hands of trustees and could 
not be sold, 

Mr. Yates' resolution was then read. 

Mr. D, W. Higgins moved in amend- 
ment, seconded by Mr. W. C. Ward, that 
this committee having before it the re- 
port of the building committee respecting 
the situ of the hospital is of opinion that 
tho selection previously made should be 
confirmed und the building erected there- 
on. 



This carried on a vote of 14 to 12, 
names being as follows:

DEATH OrT^SHERlDAN. 

The Famous (leneral Passes Quietly Awiiy- 
HIs Lust Moments— Tlie Immediate 
Cause of Death. 

(Special to Thk Comwist.) 

Nonquitt, Mass., Aug. 5.— General 
Sheridan died at 10:20 p. in. There be- 
gan to be signs of heart failure at 9:30. 
previous to which there had bo no unfa- 
vorable indications. The General bad 
boon somewhat restless on account of the 
beat, but seemed generally bright and 
cheerful to-day. His voice was strong. 
He took full nourishment and slepl occa- 
sionally, as usual. The doctors and the 
family were in hopeful spirits. Mrs. 
Sheridan and the doctors went to tho 
hotel for supper at 7 o'clock, and on re- 
turning, the usual preparations for the 
night were made. 

Col. Sheridan said "Good night" to 
his brother about 9:20 and went to the 
hotel. There having been through the 
day 110 unfavorable signs, no apprehension 
was felt. When bad symptom appeared 
Drs. Mathews and O'Reilly applied th 
remedies which had been effective i 
former attacks, but they now had 11 
effect, and tho General gradually sank 
into complete unconsciousnea, ending in 
the quiet cessation of life at 10:20 p. in. 
Mrs. Sheridan, Sisters Maban and Jus- 
terian and the body servant Neein, was 
present during the General's last 
meats. No arrangements have yet been 
made for the funeral. In a bulletin 
issued at midnight the doctors say that 
immediate cause of death was heart fail- 
ure. The remote cause was disease of the 
mitral and aoertic valves. The complica- 
tions which have occurred have been ner- 
vous exhaustion and hemorrhage. He 
was restless to-day, but not more so than 
he has been several times since his arrival 
at Nonquitt. At about 9.30 symptoms of 
heart failuro suddenly appeared. Reme- 
dies which had hitherto been successful 
wore vigorously applied but proved 
ineffectual, and ho stink rapidly, dying 
painlessly at the hour named. 

Washington, Aug. 6.— With the death 
of General Sheridan the rank of lieuten- 
ant-general lapses. The command of the 
army of the United States falls to the 
ranking major-general. There are now 
three major-generals, Scholiold, Howard 
and Crook, General Schofield being the 
ranking or senior appointment. If Con- 
gross should create the position of lieut- 
enant-general, the appointment thereto 
would be made by the president from the 
list of major-generals.

POLITICAL nUMON WITH CANADA. 

Resolution in the Senate Regarding Union 
lictween the United States and 
Canada. 

(Special to Thk Colonist.) 

Washington, Aug. 6. 
In Senate to-day Blair introduced a 
joint resolution requesting the President 
to open negotiations with Great Britain, 
having in view the political union of Can- 
ada and tho United States. It was 
referred to tho committee on foroign 
relations.

A SHOCKING CASE. 

A Young and Pretty (ilrl Decoyed fro^u Port- 
land to a House of Sin In Vlctoriit-iler 
Elder Sister's Complicity -Two Toting Men 
Aid Her to Escape— Sent to Her Mother's 
Home. 

A case of enticing a young girl from the 
path of virtue into a bouse of ill-repute 
has just come to the surface. The story 
as told by one of the parties interested in 
the rescue of tho young girl is as follows: 
A mistress of ii house of ill fame 
Brougbtou street, immediately opposite 
the Transfer stables, known to the im- 
moral world as ".I cannot te," about two 
weeks ago went to Portland for tho put- 
pose of securing ot her "boarders" for her 
house. While walking in the residential 
portion of the city she caught a glimpse 
of a young girl in the back garden, and 
approaching the fence, entered into con- 
versation with her. The girl had an at- 
tractive face, was tall for her age and a 
decided brunette. The woman asked her 
f her parents resided there, and was 
inswereu that sho was merely slaying at 
the house a few days prior to entering 
into domestic service. Said the .Cyprian: 
You are just the girl I want. 
How would you like to go to 
Victoria 1 My name is Mrs. 
Frankie Moore, and I am the 
wife of the richest man in Victoria, and 
live in a large mansion there. 1 don't, 
want Chinese servants, and want to get, 
three girls as domestics." 

The innocent replied that she ivas en- 
gaged for service, and did not know 
whether it would be fair to leave. How- 
ever, if "Mrs. Moore" would await until 
afternoon, she would learn what the people 
would say. 

"Mrs. Moore" would call and see her 
in tho afternoon, and did BO, when the 
girl said that her friends had told her 
as sho was going to do so well she 

HAD BETTER 00 TO VICTORIA, 
and it was arranged that she should start 
next day. Her good-byes were kissed, 
and her trunk sent to tho station, and 
si e also taken there by the Cyprian in a 
hack. Hero she was treated to a sur- 
prise. Sho met her elder sister, whom 
she had not seen for sonic time, and who, 
poor girl, had fallen into evil ways, and 
by a peculiar coincidence was also oil her 
way to Victoria; and stranger still, in 
tho employ of the same woman. 
"Mrs. Moore," seeing how matters stood, 
told tho elder girl what to say, and sli« 
alas, consented to aid in her sister's ruin. 

The above occurred 0110 week ago Fri- 
day last, and on Saturday tho party, for 
there was another girl, left Portland on 
the train, and on Sunday remained over 
in Tacoma. On Monday they proceeded 
to Seattle, remaining there over night, 
and on Tuesday last they started for Vic- 
toria. At Port Townsend another flash- 
ily-dressed woman joined the party and 
was introduced as a sister going to visit 
"Mrs. Moore." 

Arrived at, the wharf tho live women 
took a hack, and were driven to the house, 
which is a long cottage, owned by the 
well-known Mrs. Haines. When the 
carriage stopped at, the place the 'girl re- 
marked, 

why, this is no mansion !" 
"Yes, it is," responded Mrs. Moore. 
"Get out," There was nothing loft for 
her to do, and being in the company of 
her sister, she entered tho impure atmos- 



phere of a bagnio for a first time, and the 
door closed upon her and her belongings. 

While this incident was transpiring ri 
couple of young men in tho employ of tho 
Transfer Company were looking at the 
new arrivals and one of them thought he 
recognized a familiar face as the hack 
unloaded its passengers. Calling another, 
ho asked him it' he recognized the younger 
girl. The other thought he did, and if it 
was the one, it was the younger sister of 
three bred hers whom they had both 
known on their ranch a short, distance 
east of Arlington, Morrow county, Ore- 
gon. However, they determined to 
find out, and in the early evening called, 
but were informed that they could see no 
one. Next night two of them called, 
and the one who bought he knew tho 
lt i iT discovered that he was correct in his 
surmise, and idso that she had been de- 
coyed into the house and did lli.it know 
how to get away. Mrs. Moure hud ]ad 
her passage and expenses to Victoria, 'i.id 
being in bur debt sho could not leave, and 
already every threat and inducement was 
used to got her to consent to remain, 
The young men told her to bo brave and 
they would release her. It was impossi- 
ble to get her away thai liighl and 
out. oj regard for her Al on sister the.y 
did not wish to .•nil in thu pohce,nnd bring 
tlie whole affair before the public, and 
possibly have her parents learn of the cir- 
cumstances from the newspapers. One 
of the young men went, to the kitchen and 
sect' red a carving knife, and I old her to 
use it if she was assaulted by any man, 
and he secreted himself ill the kitchen 
and remained there all night in order to 
be ready in case she gave the alarm. 

However, matters went quietly, anil 
next night, (Thins lay) a plan had been 
prepared whereby the girl would 
SEfJUKE HKK KKLEASE. 

The two young fellows again visited the 
house and participated in a conversation, 
A young man well-known about town ar- 
rived, and ordered drinks. The young 
girl was ordered to drink whisky but re- 
fused and took soda-water. Sho idso re- 
fused the advances of the man. 
and was cursed by the mistress, 
She was then made acquinted with what 
she was to do, which was to answer when 
one of the young fellows snapped his fingers. 
The door would be open and she could 
puss out. There were several in the 
room at this time, and in an instant the 
gas was blown out by the young man inside, 
and in the short time that elapsed ho had 
passed her trunk out of the window to 
his friend at tho side. Then remarking 
that something must bo the matter with 
with the gas, he litit without comment from 
anyone. Under an excuse of dressing 
for the evening, the girl retired to her 
room and placed on her hat. In a few- 
seconds she heard the signal, and, walk- 
ing on tip-toe down the hall, she escaped 
out of the door and was driven to an 
hotel, where she was given a room, and 
she remained there that night and all 
Friday. 

THK ABSENCE OF THE G1KL 

was not discovered until over an hour 
after her escape, and ".Jeaneatte," thinking 
she had been placed on the 
Sound steamer, went over that morn- 
ing to Townsend, and afterwards placed a 
man on watch. Hearing this the girl 
wtis placed in charge of a detective who 
happened tip be in town, one of Pinker- 
ton's men, named Murphy. He was to 
see her safe to Arlington, and then it was 
only a few hours' drive to her home. 

The girl's sister, who remained, was 
seen and confessed to her part in the ne- 
farious plot, aud expressed her pleasure 
that she escaped without injury. Had it 
not been out of consideration for the elder 
sister, who is about twenty years old, 
the matter would have been placed in tho 
hands of tho police and the Cyprian exam- 
ined in court in regard to her vile action. 
As it is, she will still bo in a position to 
carry on her nefarious work unless she is 
closely watched by tho police. 

Since the escape she has several times 
insulted the young men who were princi- 
pals in the matter, one while he was out 
driving with a party of ladies in a hack, 
the other on Sunday while attending a 
funeral. 

The young girl who has made so lucky 
an an escape from a life of shame 
has a mother and three brothers 
near Arlington, Oregon, her father being 
dead. Two of her brothers have a stock 
farm. Sho s.-.id sho left home acainst her 
mother's desire to work in Portland, 
thinking sho would bo all right as sho had 
relative)) there. It is to bo hoped that 
she will remain under tho maternal wing 
until she is able to take care of herself. 
The fact of her being enticed here leads 
to the query as to whothor it is an un- 
usual occurrence, or is it of frequent hap- 
pening. There is so little supervision 
over these houses of sin that crimes of the 
above nature could be committed every , 
week without tho outside world knowing 
of them. The police should be instructed 
to keep such places under better surveil- 
lance, and it really seems as though some 
sterner measures should be put in force 
to keep a growing and glaring evil within 
legitimate bounds.

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WILL BE NO CHANGE. 

The Vancouver Neivs-Admrt'mr may 
always be depended upon to stick to a 
misstatement, evon though it knows it is 
breaking the Golden Rule in doing so. 
We were told some time ugo by our 
Burrard River Inlet contemporary that 
the Hudson Bay Company intended mov- 
ing their head-quarters from London to 
Montreal, and that for this Province 
from Victoria to Vancouver. In doing 
bo we remember he wandered in all direc- 
tions over the prairies, hunted antelopes 
and killed the tender-eyed deer, and in a 
couplo of columns of very weary reading 
entertained his readers to a detailed 
history of the great institution in ques- 
tion. Through his own paper he 
now announces that the tirst 
portion of the arrangement had no 
foundation in fact, that tho headquarters 
of the Hudson Bay Company would not 
be transferred from ^London to Montreal, 
and when we tell him that the littlo deal 
which he proposed — for tho benefit of tho 
" boomers " of course — as 'to Victoria and 
Vancouver would not be carried out, he 
merely repeats his little story and says, 
like a small boy, " Well, you'll see!" 
Wo presume our word is quite as good as 
that of our contemporary— our means of 
obtaining reliable information are vastly 
better— and we can assure our readers that 
the matter has not even been entertained 
by the Company. Such a change would 
be so inimical to the Company's best 
interests as to prevent any reasonable 
man at all conversant with the matter 
from bolioving that any sucli move 
was contemplated. If the News- 
Advertiser or any of its patrons are laying 
"the flattering unction to their soul" that 
Vancouvor is to become the Hudson's Bay 
Company's ccntro of trade in British Col- 
umbia, wo really feel sorrow at dis- 
turbing them in their pleasant, though 
futile, dream. In tho interests of Vic- 
toria, however, which might be prejudiced 
by any such absurd at ory getting abroad, 
we have to announce that the whole affair 
is Dorn of the vivid imagination of the 
"terminal city" morning paper and two 
Vancouver enthusiasts who do not, we re- 
gret to say, live a hundred miles from the 
capital city of the Province. 

THE WAR CORRESPONDENT. 

The Boston Transcript has recently 
published several letters from the dis- 
tinguished historian, Mr. Edward A. 
Freeman. In one of these Mr. Free- 
man deals in a very amusing manner with 
the war correspondent in time of peace, 
when that clever and omniscient individu- 
al, in the absence of facts of a startling 
character to relate, expends his genius hi 
inventing news of an ominous character, 
calculated to lead the reader to suppose 
that something exciting is about to 
happen. "Some powerful personage has 
had a talk with another powerful person- 
age. Nobody knows what the two really 
said, but the field for guessing is bound- 
less." This enables a telegram to be sent 
one day suggesting one theory, and an- 
other tho day following contradicting it. 
One of the most important qualifications 
of an effective correspondent seems 
to be a mastery of certain phrases which 
can be manipulated in an endless variety 
of ways, such as "situations," "tensions," 
"attitudes," " impressions," " satisfac- 
faction," "disquieting," "circles," and so 
on. Mr. Freeman says it is extraordin- 
ary with what persistency the "impres 
sions" telegraphed are fastened on "cir- 
cles," either " well-iufornied circles," 
" political circles," "diplomatic circles, " 
or otherwise. There is a vagueness, and 
yet an impressive air of authority, about 
the phrase that indicates it as one espe- 
cially fitted for use. Tho great bulk of 
tho news telegraphed from tho European 
capitals by tho correspondents he charac- 
terizes as "stufl." Important matters are 
frequently transpiring, but the corres- 
pondents have a peculiar faculty for i;ot 
getting hold of them, and make up for 
the lack of actual incidents by forwarding 
a batch of rumors and hints and .sugges- 
tions that mean little or nothing. 

DEATH OF GENERAL SHERIDAN. 

" Little Phil " dead ! Such was the 
sad news telegraphed tho world over yes- 
terday. Was there one who heard of his 
end who did not feel a twinge of sadness, 
because olio of tho 'bravest, noblest and 
gentlest of spirits had gone out into the 
Unseen, after a long and lingering illness, 
borne with a patient and Christian resig- 
nation ? Hoping against hope, the great 
pulse of tho American people beat in sym- 
pathy with tho hero Sheridan as lie strug- 
gled with all the tenacity which character- 
ized his life against the end that awaits 
all men. To tho citizens of the United 
States the' life and character of one, of, the 
greatest of tho Republic's sons is as an 
Open book— to Englishmen or Canadians 
he is »! familiar figure, but his history is 
perhaps not so well known. They will 
naturally ask who is he whoso untimely 
cutting olt'has thrown a whole nation into 
grief, who is this gallant warrior by whose 
couch of pain his follows have been stand- 



ing with souls upraised to Heaven 
for his preservation. Wo will toll them. 
General Philip Henry Sheridan was born 
in Somerset, Ohio, March ofch, 1831. Ho 
graduated at tho Military Academy at 
West Point in 1853, and served on front- 
ier duty in Texas for nearly two years, 
and in Oregon from 1855 to 18(11. On 
the outbreak of the Civil war ho was an 
pointod Quartermaster of the army of 
South-wostorn Missouri, and in April, 
1802, Chief Quartermaster of the West- 
ern Department. In May, 1802, he was 
appointed Colonel of tho 2nd Michigan 
Volunteer Cavalry, was commissioned 
Brigadier of Volunteers on July 1st, 
1862, and, after a brief period was put in 
command of the 11th Division of the 
Army of Ohio. Ho commanded a di- 
vision in tho Army of the Cumberland; 
and, at the battle of 'Stone River on De- 
cember yist, 18(52, saved the army from 
route by his stubborn resistance. For his 
gallant conduct he was promoted to be 
Major-General of Volunteers. In April, 
1864, tie was called to tho Army of the 
Potomac by General Grant, put in com- 
mand of tho Cavalry Corps, and within 
the months of May, . I une and July, .be- 
sides protecting tho Banks of the army 
and reconnoitering tho onemy's position, 
was successfully engaged in eighteen dis- 
tinct actions. On tho 4th of August, 
1804, he was put in command of the 
Army of the Shenandoah, and soon after 
of the Middle Military Division, where 
he gained several successes over General 
Early, for which ho was made a Brigadier- 
General of the United States Army, and 
in November following was made Majer- 
General. He joined General Grant's 
Army at City Point , whence he started 
March 25th, 1805, to strike the tinal 
blow for tho overthrow of General Lee's 
Army of Northern Virginia. He fought 
the battle of Dinwiddie Court House 
on March 31st, and that of Five Forks, 
which necessitated Lee's evacuation of 
Richmond and Petersburg, on April 1st, 
and as the Army of Northern Virginia 
fled, he constantly attacked and harassed 
them, and compelled their surrender at 
Appomattox Court House, on April 9th, 
18G5. He was assigned to the command 
of tho Military Division of tho South- 
West on June 3rd, and of that of the 
Gulf on Juno 17th, 1805. Under a new 
reorganization of the Military Districts 
and Departments, he was assigned to the 
Department of the Gulf on August 15th, 
1866, and in March, 1807, to tho Fifth 
Military District (Louisana and Texas). 
President Johnson being displeased with 
his administration, transferred him on 
September 12th, 1807, to the Department 
of tho Missouri, where he continued until 
March, 1800, when, by the promotion of 
Sherman, ho became Lieutenant-General, 
and assumed command of the Western 
and South-western Military Divisions, 
with his head-quarters at Chicago. On 
tho retirement of General .Sherman 
in February, 188-1, General Sheridan 
succeeded to the command of the Army, 
with head-quarters at Washington. 
On Juno 1st, when the Jieneral was still 
in danger of death, though somewhat con- 
valescent, Congress passed the Senate 
bill to revive tho rank of "General of tho 
Army." The Senate the same day con- 
firmed tho appointment and at once de- 
spatched a messenger to President Cleve- 
land, notifying him of ils action. Mr. 
Cleveland .immediately signed the bill and 
the news was at once communicated to the 
ill man. The intelligence brightened hiui 
considerably, and . his faithful, devoted 
wife expressed tho belief that he would 
now get well. He has lingered along since 
then, kind friends doing all they could to 
hasten his restoration to life, but amid the 
sobs of a nation he has passed away to 
rest eternal. Buchanan Reid has immor- 
talized him in "Sheridan's Ride," familiar 
to almost everybody, not only for the 
majesty of its conception but because of 
the marvellous feat which occasioned it.

A babel af-viios; unintelligible to west- 
ern ears, tills the air; but by degrees the 
motley croyd'of .deck passengers, of the 
most varied nationalities, veiled women, 
ahawl covered Arabs, black Nubians with 
tlieir red 'ifw.es, -lirriwn 1 I^vuntliies, tur- 
baued Syrians, or i Egyptians with their 
flowing robes of all shades, all drift by 
degrees into t he boats, and for a time., at 
least, you see the last of tlieir red or yel- 
low slippers. u/lu jiea;\ their noisy jargon 
no more. ' Then you, who have shrunk 
possibly, from this crushing crowd of 
Orientals, have your turn, and the skill- 
ful and strong armed oarsmen whisk you 
through the opening in' the reefs across? 
the shallow harbor, and then suddenly, 
when you uro twenty or thirty yards off 
shore, you are seized, and carried in the 
bare arms or on the buck of a boatman 
through the shallow water to the tumble 
down old quay, built of. stono from the 
ruins of Ciiesarea', and at last you find 
yourself treading on the soil of the holy 

laud. 

Not a very dignified entrance, perhaps, 
closer, 
an the 
the hook nosed 
of years ago. At 
organized a spring and 
autumn picket service (how strangely 
modern that sounds!) to Joppa and built a 
mole to protect the shipping; but since 
the reign of the "unspeakable Turk," 
everything has relapsed Into a stato of 
nature. And so from earliest times 
Phoenician and Egyptian, Roman and 
Crusader, English and American, all have 
to acknowledge tho power of the treacher 
oua wators. 

Pursuing our way through tho street, 
wo find it rough enough. Onco paved, 
the stoneg-Wve long since risen or sunk 
abovu or helow their proper lovel. Dust 
bins and sewers being apparently alike 
unknown to tho idle Oriental, every kind 
of foulness bestrews the way. Tho build 
ings are of stono, with littlo or no wood 
auywhero, timber being scarco in Pales 
tine. Tho arch is hence universal; as 
you ramble oh you seo that no light en 
ters tho shops except from the front- 
that they uro in fact something like 
miniatures of tho gloomy holes sometimes 
made out of railway arches in England. 

Tables of cakes or sweetmeats line the 
narrow streets. Rough awnings of mats, 
often sorely dilapidated, or tent cloths, 
or loose boards resting on a rickety struc 
ture of poles, partly shade the roadway 
Now wo meet a turbaned water carrier 
with a huge skin bottle on his back. The 
bottle is in fact a defunct calf, with water 
instead of veal within, and without legs 
head or tail, and offering u most forcible 
illustration Of tho reference to tho plac 
ing of new wino in old bottles. 

Farther on we see a bare armed and 
bare legged individual in ragged skull 
cap, eottoiv jacket, and cotton knteker 
bookers, chaffering with a roadside liuck 
ster for some delicacy, costing a farthing 
or two, from some of the mat baskets on 
the table; the bearded vender, also bare 
Hrmed and bare logged, sits as ho tries to 
sell, his head swathed in a white and red 
turban, and his body in pink and white 
cotton. Of course, there is a lounger at 
ids side looking on. 

Then again we seo an Arab in "kofiyeh" 
or bead shawl, with u band of camel's 
hair rope, very soft, around his head to 
keep the flowing gear in its place, and a 
brown aid white striped "abba" for his 
outer dress; he is bargaining for a bride 
at a saddler's, and trying to cheapen it; 
and the saddler sits cross legged on a 
counter and under a shady projection of 
wood and reeds, which gives him much 
needed shade. And t bus we see glimpses 
of ordinary every day life In the old town 
of Joppa.— The Quiver. 



An Kiigllsli Mun-fuge Law. 

The English are noted for the obstinacy 
with which (.hey cling to old laws and 
customs ami for the caution with which, 
often, they hesitate to alter laws and cus- 
toms winch have become wholly unsuited 
to the age. A curious Illustration of this 
is seen in the fact that the luw which for 
bids s man to marry his deceased wife's 
sister still remains in force. 

This law, which declares that such a 
marriage is null and void, and that the 
children of such a marriage are not to be 
recognized as legitimate by the lav/, was 
passed fifty-three years ago. For more 
than forty years there has been an almost 
constant agitation to get rid of it; but it 
has not succeeded because tho house of 
lords has steadily resisted tho change. 

Again and again the house of commons, 
by varying majorities, has passed a bill 
repealing the law. When sent to the 
lords, these hills have been opposed by 
the bishops, and mainly by their influ- 
ence, have been as often rejected. Onco 
the bill was passed to a second reading by 
tho lords, but on the next stage of con 
siderution it was thrown out. 

Recently the house of commons once 
more voted in favor of tho change. The 
majority iu favor of the bill was nearly 
100, and was made Up of members of every 
party. But no one expects that the house 
of lords will puss the bill. — Youth's Com 
panlon. 

" Higher Than Oililoroy's Kite." 

To bo "hung higher than Gilderoy's 
kite" means to be punished more severely 
than the very worst of criminals. "The 
greater the crime the higher the gallows' 
was ut onu time a practical legal axiom.

Powell, that the work be let by contract, 
in sections of 500 feet each. 

Moved in amendment by Aid. Styles, 
seconded by Aid Kelly, that the sewer be 
built by day's work. 

Tlie amendment was put but it resulted 
in a tie, Aids. Vigelius, Stylos and Kelly 
voting for tho amendment. 

His wordship said from what he had 
heard on the outside, contract work 
would be most satisfactory to the rate- 
payers, and therefore he would vote 
against the amendment. 

The original motion was then put, that 
the work bo done by contract, and result- 
ed in the same division ; Ayes: Aids. 
Harris, Coughlau, and Powell; noes: 
Aids. Styles, Kelly, and Vigelius. 

His worship gave the casting vote in 
favor of the motion, which carried. 

Aid. Harris moved that every man ten- 
dering deposit a certified cheque of ten 
per cent of tho tender, said cheque to bo 
returned to the tenderer if his tender be 
not accepted. Seconded by Aid. Powell 
and carried. 

Aftor some further discussion as to 
excavations necessary, and other work in 
connection with the proposed sewer, the 
board adjourned. 



THE MENZIES CASE. 

Continuation of the Examination— Ah Chee 
Reiterates the .Statement that Vrooiimn 
Wanted $200 and Expenses ! 

Yesterday morning the charge against 
Prof. W. It. Menzies was resumed in tho 
police court before Hon. A. N. Richards. 

The first witness called was Rev. Mr. 
Eraser, who said: 1 am pastor of the 
First, Presbyterian Church in this city; 
1 have seen defendant; he was at my late 
residence; he was alone and said he 
wished me to marry a couple; the name 
on the license produced, Ah Chee, was 
the same: I suggested before 1 married 
them that an interpreter should be 
brought and suggested Mr. Gardner; ho 
started to go away ami then turned around 
and said, "That's the man who tried to 
extort §200 blood money from this Chi- 
naman." Ah Chee find Ah Lin 1 know; 
about the lirst of June 1 was at Ah Chee's 
house; Ah Lin was living with him; Ah 
Choc was repeatedly at my house and 
wanted me to marry him to Ah Lin; he 
first said he wanted a marriage license, 
then he said he wanted a marriage certi- 
ticate; it was difficult to understand what, 
he really did want, and 1 suggested that 
he would bring Mr. Gardner to interpret; 
he was afraid Mr. Gardner would charge 
for interpreting. 

To Mr. Gannaway — J know nothing 
about Mr. Gardner; if everthing was right 
I would have married the couple; Ah 
Chee often calls at my house and appears 
to be a straightforward man; ho always 
spoke to mo of the woman as his wife. 

Ah Chee, recalled — Vroomau went to 
the house at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
with a minister. He asked the girl 
whether she wanted to marry witness; 
Ah Lin said .yes; witness said that both 
■agreed that tho payment of §150 was no 
swindle; Menzies did not impose on him 
(Ah Cliee); received the girl and every- 
thing was all right; Ah Lin did not want 
to go to the home; Mr. Vrooman asked 
to take the girl homo for two or three days 
and ho would procure a proper marriage 
certificate; induced the girl to go to the 
homo; when the girl was taken to the 
house in a carriage by Menzies witness 
burned firecrackers; never asked Menzies 
to return the §150. 

To Mr. Taylor — Menzies was given a 
present of §150 for board and room and 
clothing for the little girl; Menzies said 
tho girl was to get married to him - for 
$150; Menzios gave witness a number of 
wedding presents. 

Witness was hero asked if the interpre- 
ter Jackson did not speak a different 
dialect. 

All Choc— Yes; I understand him; but 
he don't understand me. 

Mr. Taylor— I thought so. Now did 
you say in your previous examination t hat 
Vroomau wanted §200 for the girl, or was 
it Menzies said so I 

Witness apparently did not understand 
tho question, and made a rambling state- 
ment. 

Mr. (lannawiiy tried to make the wit- 
ness explain; but ho apparently would not 
or could not understand. 

Magistrate— Witness you must answer. 
Was it, Vrooman or Menzies who asked 
you for the §200 and oxponses? 

All Olieo— It was Vrooman. Ho wanted 
§200, and about §10 for expenses. (Loud 
laughter in the court.) 

The clerk then said he could remain 
in lUtxindaiice no longer, as ho had other 
duties to perform. 

It was decided, under tho circumstan- 
ces, to adjourn further hearing of the 
case to another day, and the same bail 
was renewed.

RIGHT REV. JOHN N. LEMMENS. 

Consecration or the New It. C. Bishop of Van- 
couver Island ami Alaska. 

At nine o'clock on Sunday morning St. 
Andrew's pro-cathedral w»s crowded to 
the doors with a congregation desirous of 
witnessing tho consecration of tho 
late Archbishop Seghera' successor — 
Right Rev. John Nicholas Loinmona. Tho 
altars bad been beautifully dressed for 
the occasion, tho high altar, especially, 
being ablaze with wax caudles, and orna- 
mented with choice flowers and rich lace. 
A handsome throne with crimson canopy 
for tho new bishop was erected on the 
(iospel side of the sanctuary, and a corres- 
ponding throne with green canopy, was 
erected on the opposite side, for the Arch- 
bishop. Suspended from tho largo cand- 
lesticks oil the high altar were escutcheons 
on which wore represented tho eoat-of- 
arma of tho Archbishop and of the Bishop- 
elect, tho design of Bishop Leiumens' 
coat-of-arms being the Sacred Heart shin- 
ing over a sea of islands, with the motto, 
"Itundfo fjxmprocul sim<."("To the islands 
that are far of!,") 

Extending from side to side of the sanc- 
tuary was a scroll bearing tho following 
Latin verses: 

Keco patrom Deus elegit do fratribus unum; 
Mosque patrls ftmus natl do fratribus ontnos. 

Behold, out of brothers Cod has chosen 
one as father; and wo all of brothers be- 
come children of that father. 

On tho side walls of the church wore 
placed two, chronograms, which road as 
follows: 

Jubilate! lingua opiscopi loquetiir judicium— 
ftejoico— tho tongue of tho bishop shall speak 
righteousness. 

Joainii novopruisull groxtotusque clorus ad- 
ulamat— The lloek and all the clergy applaud 
John, the new prelate. 

Shortly after i) o'clock the procession 
of bishops ami priests left the Episcopal 
Palace and proceeded up Yates street to 
Blanchard, along Blanchard to View and 
thence to the church in the following or- 
der: 

Sulidcacon currying tho processional cross. 
Father Verbeeko with Fathers Latenuo and 
lluraiid as candle-bearers. 

Thurible-bearer, Kathor Corneillor, O.M. I., of 
Westminster. 

Father Salntaurous, O.P., of St. Hyacintho,

First Master of Ceremonies, Uev. Father Van 
Nevel. 

Itt. Itev. Bishop Lootons with Fathers O'Den, 
of Portland, and Kustors, or Helonsburg, W.T., 
as chaplains, 

Itt. Uev. llishop Broildel, with Fathers Fay, 
ol Vancouver, H. C, and Kauton, of Cowlitz, 
w. T., as chaplains, 

Itt. Uev. llishop Glorieux, with Fathers

The bishops were attired in rochets, 
amict, capes and mitres, the elect wear- 
ing a purple silk cassock and cape, tho 
rochet and a purple velvet baretta. 

The prelates and priests having taken 
their appointed places within tho sanctu- 
ary, the cousecrator, Archbishop dross, 
was vested for mass. The elect was led 
to the side altar by Bishops .lunger and 
Glorieux, the assistant prelates, where he 
was vested with the amice, alb, cinc- 
ture, stole (crossed on his breast 
as a priest) and the copo. He 
was then led to a seat, in front of tho 
cousecrator, the lutter being seated with 
his back to the high altar. Tho senior 
assistant, addressing the cousecrator, said: 
"Most reverend father, our holy mother, 
the Catholic church, requires of you to 
raise this priest, here present, to the 
burthen of a bishop." The cousecrator 
asked if they had tho apostolic commis- 
sion, to which an answer in the affirmative 
being given, Rev. Father Prefontaine 
read the document, at its conclusion 
Archbishop Gross adding "Deo Gratias." 
The elect then knelt beforo the couse- 
crator and recited an oath of duty and 
fidelity. Then followed an examination 
of faith in almost the identical words pre- 
scribed by the fourth council of Carthage, 
to each question the latter answering "1 
will" and "1 believe." The mass was 
then commenced, the elect laying aside 
the copo and assumed the sandals, pecto- 
al cross, tunic, dalmatic and chasuble and 
assisting, his stole being here uncrossed 
and worn as a bishop. After the epistle 
was read, the cousecrator again took his 
seat and stated the duties of tho episco- 
pacy. The elect prostrated himself at 
tho left of the cousecrator, and bishops 
and priests all kneeling, tho cousecrator 
recited the Litany of tho Saints, towards 
tho end thrico blessing tho elect. Tho 
Book of the Gospel was then placed open 
on the shoulders of the elect, where it 
was sustained by the chaplains until a 
subsequent part of tho ceremony, signify- 
ing the Gospel must not be a sealed book 
to the new bishop. Then folic wed 
the imposition of hands, the cousecrator 
and assistant bishops laying their hands 
on tho head of the elect mid saying "Re- 
ceive thou tho Holy Ghost. " After a 
prayer followed the anointing of the head 
and hands of the new bishop with chrism. 
The pastoral stall' was blessed, tho ring 
was blessed and placed on his finger, and 
the new bishop was led to his altar, 
where his head and hands were washed. 
Tho (iospel of tho day having been in- 
toned, 

UI01IT KKV. BISHOP B RONDEL 
ascended the pulpit and taking his text 
from the Acts of the Apostles, chap. 20, 
verse 28, "Take heed to yourselves, and 
to all the llock, over which the Holy 
Ghost hath placed you bishops, to rule 
tho Church of God, which he hath pur 
chased with His own Blood," said (ad- 
dressing the now bishop): "Right rev- 
erend father, these words of the Holy 
Apostle are spoken to you for tho first 
time to-day. They teach you your duty 
to yourself and to your flock." Tho right 
reverend gentleman then spoko of the ex- 
ample set to all bishops by that Pastor of 

pastors Jesus Christ, and of tho Divine 

command, "Co teach ye ull nations." He 
impressed upon tho new prelate the im- 
portant duty of inculcating faith and mor- 
ality within his jurisdiction; that 
it would bo his duty to procure 
learned and cultivated priests to 
assist in the establishment of churches, 
schools, and institutions of charity in all 
parts of tho dioeeso. Bishops wore made 
by Cod, and received their power not 
from the hands of man, but from tho 
Holy Ghost. He spoke at length of tho 
glory and grandeur, the simplicity and 
beauN of Cio Catholic Church, and con- 
gratulated the new prelate upon belong- 
to such a Church. Some of his (Bishop 
Lenunens') predecessors in this diocese 
wore apostolic men whose names have 
gone forth to every part of tho civilized 
world, and he hud reason to believe that 
the new bishop would curry on tho good 
work commenced by his saintly predeces- 
sors. He had already had good training 
in tho duties he would have to perform, 
and tho people should rejoice that the 
diocese was no longer vacant; that they 
had a new chief pastor, who would follow 
in tho footsteps of the martyred Arch- 
bishop Seghors. 

Aftor the sermon, mass was resumed 
and at the ofibrtory the new bishop made 
an offering of two ornamental candles, 
two small loaves, and two small parrelt) of 
wine, as a relic of ancient discipline. 
After this the mass was continued, the 



new bishop communicating with the cou- 
secrator. After the benediction the mitre 
was blossed and placed on tho head 
of the new bishop, and the gloves' 
placed on his hands, their mystical 
signification beiny explained. The pastor- 
al staff wus placed in his hand, and the 
new bishop, now in full pontificals, was 
lend to the episcopal chair and formally 
installed. All thu clergy then sang U 'l'e 
Deum, when the new bishop, with the as- 
sistant bishops, walked down the aisle of 
the church bestowing his blessing on the 
congregation. Returning to tho sanc- 
tuary bo ascended the altar and in a voice 
full of emotion bo intoned the words "Sic 
7io»ien Domini binedictumi and raising 
his hand bestowed the first solemn bless- 
ing on the kneeling crowd. As an net of 
gratitude the new prelate knelt three times 
in|successioii, wishing thecorisocrator many 
years uf usefulness in the church. lie 
then received the kiss of peace, the last 
Gospel was recited, and the procession re- 
forming passed out of the church 
in the same order as before. 

In tho evening Pontifical Vespers weie 
sung, and Archbishop dross delivered a 
powerful and eloquent sermon on the 
unity of tho church and the duties of 
bishops. The services concluded with the 
Pontifical benediction, Kt. Rev. Bishop 
Leinniens officiating,
